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DETAILED ACTION 

Receipt is acknowledged of application and Information Disclosure Statement 
filed on 18 July 2003. 

Specification 

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because of improper language and 
format. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

In chemical patent abstracts for compounds or compositions, the general nature 
of the compound or composition should be given as well as its use, e.g., "The 
compounds are of the class of alkyl benzene sulfonyl ureas, useful as oral anti- 
diabetics." Exemplification of a species could be illustrative of members of the class. 
For processes, the type reaction, reagents and process conditions should be stated, 
generally illustrated by a single example unless variations are necessary. 

Complete revision of the content of the abstract is required on a separate sheet. 

The following guidelines illustrate the preferred layout for the specification of a 
utility application. These guidelines are suggested for the Applicant's use.

In chemical cases it should point out in 
general terms the utility of the invention. If possible, the nature and gist of 
the invention or the inventive concept should be set forth. Objects of the 
invention should be treated briefly and only to the extent that they 
contribute to an understanding of the invention.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject 
matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Specifically, applicant claims "...an effective amount of styptic solution..." 
However applicant does not disclose any particular amount of solution to be used; nor 
does applicant disclose what purpose the "effective" amount is for, i.e. the "effective" 
amount for nail salons may be different than the "effective" amount for tattoo parlors. 
Clarification is requested. 

Furthermore, claim 1 recites that the styptic solution adheres to one or both ends 
of the applicator. However, the applicant does not disclose the method or nature of 
adhesion; i.e. it is unclear whether the solution is applied as a film or layered substrate, 
or whether the end of the applicator is simply manually dipped by the user into the 
solution at the time of use, for example. Clarification is requested. 

Finally, claim 1 recites "...an elongated stem-like applicator." However, the 
particular methods and materials used to make the applicator are not disclosed. More 
detail is particularly required for the ends of the applicator, considering their criticality to 
the invention. Clarification is requested. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Al Ani (U.S. 
Patent No. 3,948,265). 

Al Ani discloses a styptic applicator (see abstract). Active substance may be 
applied to one or both ends of the applicator (see col. 2, lines 60-68). The disclosed 
applicator can be disposable (see col. 4, lines 3-7). 

Conclusion 

An examination of this application reveals that Applicant is unfamiliar with patent 
prosecution procedure. While an inventor may prosecute the application, lack of skill in 
this field usually acts as a liability in affording the maximum protection for the invention 
disclosed. Applicant is advised to secure the services of a registered patent attorney or 
agent to prosecute the application, since the value of a patent is largely dependent upon 
skilled preparation and prosecution. The Office cannot aid in selecting an attorney or 
agent.
